Prof. Berry Imd lieeii cliarRed in n 
warrant with llreacli of the I'eace for 
an allci;<'(l Injuring of Stanley .Vichol 
son. fourteen year old son ot Mr. and^ 
Mrs. William NIoholMia, o( the fifth 
Ward. 

The evidence in the case as given 
for the defeiulant through the defend- 
ant hlm.sell and MUa Qray, the grade 
teacher In whoae room the disorder 
for which the boy waa punished was 
committed, was that young Nicholson 
had faUad to keep a aeat In the front 
row, whara ha had been placed by the 
tea«her tor pnaiahaliant In the res' 
roon the boy jtet the principal and 
avidaatlr ha thought that Prof. Berry 
was lolac to paddle him (or he atarted 
to run out of tte room. Tba prlnclnai 
triad to grab Um toy W ha was too 
(aat and dodged hla. The boy ran 
aorosa the wide hall and atarted down 
the stairway, when he fell and rolled 
down the steps knocking out a tooth 
and bruising his neck. He was carried 
back into the rest room by the princi- 
pal and later given a paddling. The 
evidence showed that when the boy 
fell down the steps, Prof. Berry was 
at least 27 feet from him and in giving 
his judgment, Judge Whitaker pointed 
this out, saying that It was physically 
Impossible tor Prof. Berry to have 
been guilty of pushing the boy down 
the Btepa as he had charged. 

Stanley Nicholson, the boy who was 
Injured, stated the case almost as the 
teachers had stated It except that he 
add Prof. BeHry purited him down the 
atalrway. 

William Poor, a lltUe boy who had 
told about the neighborhood that he 
had seen Prof. Berry pnah t£e boy 
down atepa, brolia'Sown on the wit- 
ness stand and admitted that aaw none 
of the trouble except that ha heard 
the noise and saw Stanley Nicholson 
falling down the stairway. 

Judge Whitaker, In giving his opin- 
ion, made It very plain that school 
teachers had a perfect right to admin- 
ister punishment for misbehavior In 
the Rclujols but that this punishment 
must not be brutal. He said tliat all 
the fact.s ill the case proved beyond a 
reasonable doubt that It would have 
been a physical Impossibility for Prof 
Berry to have pushed the lad down the 
fitepH as was ehargod and dismissed 
the case. 

After the 'decision had been given, 
Prof. Berry made a short talk In which 
he assured both the boy and his father 
that he had no ill feeling In the mat- 
ter and City Attorney Charles Daly 
made a abort talk In which he pralaed 
the great American (ree school system 
as the highest type ot Democracy in 
the world and adviaad the aehoel chil- 
dren praaent that they most obey the 
school miaa or auSar puBlahment and 
at the same time aaaured them that 
when that punlahmaat became brutal 
they had access to the courts. Mr. 
Daly sUtad that there waa notliing in 
the caae to warrant a line and ap- 
proved Judge Whltaker's deotskm.

Tot tbo more 
tact that tbo bard, unaalted, klln-drled 
craokera were placed at dlatrlbutlng 
points, attracted double the usual 
number of small folks, according to 
Dr. Boris D. Bogen, head of American 
Jewish Relief worit In I'oland. In a 
repiirt ii;u(ii' piihlic hero today by the 
.\inerican Jewish Relief romnilttce. 

"This, however, does not tell the 
story." said Dr. Bogen. "One must 
see the hundreds and hundreds of chil- 
dren gathered at the doors of the sta- 
tions waiting — waiting — with eager, 
hungry faces. I do not understand 
how people, anywhere, ean be ()ulet 
and content, when thousands of little 
children are continuously hungry." 

pr. Bogen referred apeclflcally to 
conditions I Poland to tbo oaat of tbe 
Bug^vor vWiiort AntomoMle tmoks 
are being naod to transport hardtack 
and oondonaod milk to tbo children. 

'Tbo food altuatlen oaat of the Bug 
Rivar oo&tlBuaa to bo doaporata," he 
said. *I am receiving almost dally re- 
ports of lack of food In the districts 
uf Vilma, Lida and especially Baranc- 
wlcz and Pinsk. These are the places 
where we are now using automobile 
delivery of hardtaok and milk to the 
little ones This work has been ex- 
ceinllngly useful but unfortunately 
we did not receive In time all the 
equipment for the autoniobilo trucks 
and consequeVly we are not able to 
run them all and cover all the ter- 
ritory. I expect that during the 
month of July 200,000 Jewish chil-

Relief was being rushed Into the 
devastated area today. Supplies were 
eicpected to be seat from Laredo, San 
Antonio and other points. 

Early reports from refugees from 
Aransas Pa8s> Rookport district, in- 
dicate property dfcmage ' there was 
heavy.
